Senator Tillman of South Carolina 
read a statem ent in the caucus in 
which he intim ated that he would ex­ 
pect to be made chairm an of the ap­ 
propriations committee, to which he 
Ii entitled under the seniority rule. 
He declared that he would also re­ 
fusal the right to name at least two 
low m embers of the senate to serve 
sn that committee to aid him in the 
heavy work. Tillman declared he had 
been dubbed a “reactionary” recently, 
sithough when he came to W ashington 
IS years ago he was so ultra-radical i 
in his feelings and utterances that he 
was shunned by many as the “wild 
man from Borneo.”

Senator Kern declined 
to discuss 
dhe personnel of the steering commit­ 
tee th at he will appoint.

It is probable 
that Senator Clarke of Arkansas, an­ 
other of the so-called conservatives.

W ashington March 0. — Woodrow 
Wilson’s first im portant act as p e s t­ 
ilent was to serve notice th at he has 
shifted the burden of patronage dis­ 
tribution from his shoulders to those 
of the members of his cabinet. 
This statem ent by t^e new presi­ 
dent was only one of several develop­ 
m ents which indicated the presence 
of a new regime and new methods at 
the W hite House. 
Heretofore it has 
been customary for all W hite House 
statem ents to be issued in the third 
person. 
Not so with Mr. Wilson. He 
handed out a typew ritten slip in the 
first person, announcing that he had 
offered an ambassadorship to Chair­ 
man W illiam F. McCombs and disclos­ 
ing that Mr. McCombs could have 
had a place in the cabinet if he had 
so desired.

The class is thoroughly organized 
and has developed many enthusiastic 
and capable workers. 
its

president is L, H, Price, a merchant 
of Nelsonville, and Henry Poston, an­ 
other merchant, is its secretary. Its 
motto is “Others,” and its several 
committees are 
devotional, 
relief,

Mrs. Holden married the ex-con­ 
vict February 12, not knowing any­ 
thing about his past record. She was 
Miss Pearl Johnson, of 495 Dennison 
avenue, Columbus. 
After the marriage the two lived 
with her mother. One day the mother 
picked up an envelope that had drop­ 
ped from Holdren’s pocket, and found 
In it nasalization papers for Holden, 
the released convict. 
In spite of this evidence so smooth 
was the tongue of the fake religion­ 
ist, that his wife and mother-in-law 
were convinced he was what he rep­ 
resented himself to be a minister of 
the United Brethern church.
